last  yc:ir's  hi:jh  production  "by  2  or  3  percent  and  to  exceed  production  in  any  pre- 
vious ye.-^-r  except  1942.    The  estimates  for  corn,  h^',  potatoes,  and  some  other 
crops  arc  down  a  li^tle  from  July  estimates  owing  to  drought  conditions  in  the 
east-central  area,  lut  figures  for  tobacco,  peanuts,  oats,  apples,  peaches,  and 
various  other  crops  are  veil  over  the  1943  and  1933-42  avera,ge.    The  194-4  estimate 
for  wheat,  1.132,105,000  bushels,  compares  with  836,298,000  bushels  in  1943.  Even 
hops  have  jumped  up  about  6  million  pounds  above  the  1943  actual  production.  There 
are  many  nev/swortliy  angles  in  this  report  which  you  may  want  to  follow  up.

FATS  AM)  OILS  OUTLOOK  .  .  .  According  to  the  Pats  and  Oils  Sitiiation  report  releas- 
ed August  6  hy  J^lSt  the  output  of  fats  and  oils  fron 
doEiestic  naterials  in  the  present  crop  year  prolDably  will  total  ahout  11.4  hillion 
pounds.    This  is  about  650  nillion  pounds,  or  6  percent,  nore  than  the  output  in 
1942-43  and  4.1  billion  pounds,  or  55  percent,  more  than  the  1935-39  e.verage.  Out- 
put in  the  1944-45  crop  year,  however,  nay  decline  to  approxinately  10  billion 
pounds,  largely  as  a  result  of  a  reduction  of  25  to  30  percent  in  the  1944  pig  crop 
and  an  indicated  decline  of  nearly  50  percent  in  flaxseed  acreage  and  production. 
This  is  a  22-page  report  v/hich,  in  addition  to  a  sumary  and  outlook,  presents  re- 
qent  developments,  recent  Goverrjaent  actions,  and  the  situation  regarding  lard, 
shortening,  and  "Other  Edible  Products,"  for  1943  and  1944.
